•ictirns of this strange form of iieuro- 
is go through tiie most extraordinary 
nj grotesque antics on the slightest 
revocation. A w histle, a touch, a 
hout—anything, in fact, sudden and 
nexpected—will 'set them going.' 
wine will stiti'en their limbs, make 
ideous grimaces, and waltz about as 
f they had no joints in their body. 


"Others will jump wildly about like 


lancing dervishes, imitating the par- 
icular sound that had actc'd as an ex- 
iting cause. 
Some, again, will make 


use of the most obscene expressions on 
i transient impulse, correcting tliem- 
elves immediately afterward, and ex- 
iressing their regret for having used 
uch language; while others, on the 
iitr of the moment, will do any thing 
ley are told to do. 
If they should 


appen to havu a piece of tubacc'o in 
hiir hand, and one should suddenly 
hout, 'Thiou it awaj !' they will do

,avages of Kossil Island on a small 
sland near them, where thiy were 
conlined in an enclosure ami half 
starM.d. 'ihi' natives tarried them 
over to the big island at the rate of 
.hrco a day to be killed and eaten, uu- 
,il only one was left to tell the story.

the patent was recorded instantly upon 
its deliverery to the parties interested, 
and that several conferences were also 
recorded wild evident intent to put the 
record title in the hands of ostensible 
third parties. 


The grave question now, aside from 


the punishment of any of the offenders 
within official reach, is, how the title 
thus fraudulently obtained can be re- 
claimed by the Government. It is prob- 
ably impossible to vacate the fraudulent 
title without suit by the United States 
under direction of the Attorney General. 
This, it is believed, will be one result 
of the investigation. 
What will be 


done in other directions remains to be 
seen. The exposure of this scandal has 
greatly excited attorneys and others in- 
terested in land matters. If such opera- 
tions are possible there is no security 
for honest claimants or reputable attor- 
neys and an emphatic demand is made 
for protection in the future by a thor- 
ough reorganization of the personnel 
and change in the methods of the office.
